found in blood or in any cavity con- 
taining oxygen, 
.in the cultivation, or 


it tissue infected with the virus was 
placed in a receptacle 
from

the air was 
drawn by 
means ot it 


vacuum pump and under the resultant 
condition the virus was propogatecl. 


In the course of his experiment he 


said he had 
employed for observa- 


tion insects which were allowed to 
bite monkeys infected 
with the dis- 


ease and had found that the insect 
thus became affected with the germ 
and retained it for a period of eight 
days, but he had not succeeded in in- 
fecting monkeys with the disease by 
having them bitten by insects so in- 
fected. 


The discovery of a serum for the

materialized.

ated, at the mouth of Spring Brook. 
Bass and pike are the fish most de- 
sired for re-stocking, although pick- 
erel would a.lso be welcomed. Catfish 
are said by some to be still plentiful 
in the stream, but other fishermen in- 
sist that Rock river is no longer the 
best stream for "cat" in this state.

Or, "Please tell me what time 


it is." And so. knowing how

I fail in logical 


speech myself, 1 answer the intention rather than the 
actual question. 


1 think my own most common mistake in the use 


of accurateL English is to begin a letter of thanks, "I 
want to thank you." 
Whenever I catch myself using 


that silly phrase I say to mysolf, "Then why don't 
you?" And if I am not too lazy I begin the letter over 
again by writing simply "I thank you." 


The misplacement of the negative or other verb 


modifier is a most common inaccuracy. 
Also the wrong use of can and may

proper place is simply an accuracy of speech 
educated and logical mind.
